Personalities hav e ev er been the 
d ecisiv e factor in cam paigns here­ 
tofore and ev id ently basic econom­ 
ic issu es and emotional qu estions 
and the religiou s issu e had more 
to d o this time with the resu lt than 
the facial appearance or v oice or 
gestu res on TV of either cand id ate.

THE RESULTS of the congres­ 
sional races show that in m any d is­ 
tricts conserv ativ es beat the so- 
called liberal cand id ates for t h e 
Repu blican nomination and were 
retu rned v ictoriou s at the polls.

are x ceptions, of cou rse, 
bu t by and large the Repu blican 
party in last week’s election took 
a m ore conserv ativ e position on 
d om estic issu es than d id the Dem­ 
ocrat and y et Repu blican congres­ 
sional 
seats 
were increased . 
W id espread belief No. 7 : "Vice 
Presid ent Nix on wou ld nev er get 
any w here near the v ote that P resi­ 
d ent Eisenhow er d id .” 
Yet the resu lts show that Ike s 
35‘ a million in 19 56 , when he got a 
higher total than in 19 52, is now 
being approx im ated as the final re­ 
tu rns come in. and in the end it 
will be fou nd that Mr. Nix on got 7 
million more than Mr. Stev enson's 
total in 19 56 and within 2 million 
of Ike's v ote fou r y ears ago. As a 
loser, Mr. Nix on has a larger total 
v ote and a larger percentage of all 
the v otes than any other u nsu ccess­ 
fu l nominee for the presid ency on 
either ticket in this centu ry .
